Meet the Artists 


Artistic Director and founder of Voices, 
Ron Cheung graduated from McMaster 
University with a Bachelor of Music in 
Education. An experienced choral singer, Mr. 
Cheung has performed with the Toronto 
Mendelssohn Youth Choir, the Bach-Elgar 
Choir, the McMaster University Choir, the 
1990 National Youth Choir, and the Toronto 
Mendelssohn Choir. In addition to his study, 
Mr. Cheung is the interim conductor of the 
Toronto Mendelssohn Youth Choir, and most 
recently been appointed as the new music 
director of the Newman Centre Chapel Choir. 
This evening is Mr. Cheung graduating recital. 


Rachel Rensink is a first year Master's 
Conducting Student at the U of T Faculty of 
Music, She is a recipient of the Elmer Iseler 
Graduate Conducting Fellowship. Rachel 
completed a Bachelor of Music Education at 
Calvin College in Grand Rapids, Michigan 
where she studied conducting under Dr. Pearl 
Shangkuan. In her final year, she was awarded 
the Distinguished Student Teacher Award and 
the Broekhuizen Family Music Scholarship in 
recognition of her studies in Choral Music 
Education. She taught middle and high school 
choral music in Michigan prior to studying 
here in Toronto. 


Esther Yoo is the recipient of the Elmer 
Iseler Scholarship in Choral Conducting. She 
is currently pursuing her Master's degree in 
conducting at the University of Toronto, 
studying with Dr. Doreen Rao and Maestro 
Raffi Armenian. Esther is the Assistant 
Conductor of the University of Toronto 
MacMillan Singers and has previously worked 
with the University Women’s Chorus for two 


years as the Assistant Conductor. She is active

and has a private piano studio. Esther hold 
a Bachelor of Music degree from the Univer- 
sity of Toronto and has earned an Artist 
Diploma from the Hochschule fur Musik in 
Munich. 


The Elmer Iseler Singers, a twenty-voice 
professional chamber choir founded by the 
late Dr. Elmer Iseler in 1979 and now 
conducted by Lydia Adams, has built an 
enviable international reputation through its 
concerts, broadcasts and recordings through- 
out Canada, the United States and on the 
international concert stage. Known for the 
unique beauty of their sound, the Elmer Iseler 
Singers bring to life exciting repertoire that 
spans 500 years of great choral music. 

The Elmer Iseler Singers have appeared at 
many national and international festivals, 
including the Canada In Holland Festival, the 
Joy of Singing International Choral Festival 
in Toronto, and most recently, Festival 500, 
Sharing the Voices Festival in Newfoundland. 
The 2000-2001 season saw the Elmer Iseler 
Singers perform 24 highly successful concerts 
in the U.S., as well as a tour to the East Coast 
of Canada. The Elmer Iseler Singers have 
performed 18 world premieres in the past two 
seasons and are considered foremost 
champions of Canadian music. In June 200] 
the Elmer Iseler Singers hosted over 4(¢ 
delegates from the United States and Canada 
at the Chorus America 24th Annual Confer- 
ence held in Toronto. The Elmer Iseler 
Singers take pride in representing Canada at 
the 6th World Symposium for Choral Music 
in Minneapolis, Minnesota in August 2002.
